Martial Law. ., 


| Every wise citizen ef Dublin is-a loyal 


msn, but loyalty alone does not not confor 
} wisdom in the details of life. Plain as 
are the terms of the 


i ie cbserved under Martial Law, which we 


print to-day, we think it well to impfess 
the necessity of a rigid observance of 
them on the population of Dublin. 
The censorship will permit us, perhaps, to 

say that we five ive in times whith demand 
that we walk with more than customary 
wariness. By keeping these regulatiorts 
with réligious sttictness we shall help 
the State, and we shall be doing a very 
valuable service to ourselves. The 
first of them: commands that all per- 
sons in tHe City ‘and County of 
| Dublin, with specified exceptions; shall 
stay in their houses, until further notice, 
between the hou#s of 7:30 p.m. and 5.30 
a.m. In present circumstances this re- 
striction will not irk even the well-known 
citizen of Dublin who said—“ I dinedina 
strange place last night,” and when asked, 
“Where?” replied, “In my own house.” 
Another regulation warns the public 
that civilians who are not co-operating 
with the military are liable to be fired on 
without warning if they are carrying arms. 
The law-abiding citizen of Dublin who 
should carry arms in the streets to-day 
would be an almost incredible fool: in the 
vulgar phrase, he would be “asking for 
it.” Another of the regulations, however, 
is excéedingly necéssatry—far more ne- 
cessary than it ought to be lt 
warns and advises all well-disposed persons 
to keep away from the scenes of military 
operations. - Again, the Censor may permit 


note been uncommon in Dublin since 
Monday morning, and that the air of their 
immediate neighbourhood is apt to be un- 
healthy. Some. citizens there are— men 
engaged on important, or at least in- 
évitable, business—who are compelled to 
enter these ‘ateas. They enter them, as 
the regulation states, at their own risk, 
but they have, at any rate, a reasonable 
excuse. People who are drawn to such 


| spots by mere curiosity or love of excite- 


ment also enter them at their own risk, 
and they have no excuse at all. We have 
all noticed the cool and almost indiffe- 
rent behaviour of the well disposed crowds 
in our streets during the last few days. 
It is an admirable quality when it is not 
carried to excess,. bit recklessness, 
whether the result of thoughtlessness or of 
‘ignorance, is not to be commended. This 
regulation warns the citizen that the 
present military operations are not public 
entertainments, buta grim and dangerous 
business: We hope that it will be posted 
where everybody cangread it, and that its 
effect will be widespread and immediate. 
“As a rule, the citizens of Dublin are not 
home-birds. They have the Continental 
love of the open air. The season is just 
beginning when: the lengthening daylight 
invites to evening walks. Yesterday—if 
anybody happened to notice it—was a 
beautifulday. The new configement to the 
house between those hours—say 7.20 p.m. 
to 11 p.m.—when people usually take their 
walks abroad, play a quietgame of bridge 
at a neighbour’s, or visit the theatres, will 
confront the heads of many respectable 
families with a novel problem. It is not 
often that a workable bridge party is found 
under one roof—eyen if people had a 
heart for bridge at this time. Current 
light literature has ceased to be accessible. 
; There is little or no news (we admit 
frankly) in the only newspaper ; that, how- 
ever, is not the newsparer’s fault, and it 
may claim, perhaps, as a merit that it 
comes out at all. What is the fire-side 
citizen to do with those three hours? We 
make two or three sifigestions. He can 
cultivate a habit of easy ‘conversation with 
his family : the years may have made his 
efforts in this direction spasmodic or 
laconic. He can put his little garden into 
a state of devency that will old promise 
of beánty. Hé can do some useful niend- 
ing and painting about the house. Best of 
all, perhaps, he cah acquife, or re 
acquire, the art of reading—that is to say, 
the study, with an active and receptive 
mind, of what the great writers of the past 
have said nobly and for all time. How 
many citizens of Dublin have any real 
knowledge of the works of Shakespeare? 
Could any|better occasion for reading them 
be afíordeil. than the coincidence of en- 
forced domesticity with the poet's tercen- 
tenary? '

The political question whether Mr. W. M 
Hughes should or should” not Attend the 
Allies’ Economie Conference having been 
settled in the affirmative, it may be permis 
sible for a visiting Colonist to offer a few re 
marks upon recent comments without risking 
a charge of ' butting in’’ in matters of hn- 
perial Government policy, says Anglo-Aus 
tralian in the Pall Mall Gazette.

Many years’ residence in Australia, and a 
somewhat close acquaintance. with Canadians 
and New Zealanders, convince me that the 
people of the Overseas Dominions Jong ago 
passed that stage of Empire childhood at 
which they can be expected to quietly sit 
down ubmit to the decisions or dictates 
of Downing street, no matter how great may 
be their respect for the experience and wis- 
dom of British statesinen. 

| THE DAY OF RECKONING. 

When ~ thes;Mother Country became in 

volved in tha world struggle the Dominions 
did not ask ae reason why. ‘they acted. 
With unhesitafing love and loyalty they 
sprang to arms and gave—as they’ will con- 
tmue to give—their best in manhood, money, 
and material, for the glory and honour of ti: 
flag under which they have enjoyed long 
peace and grown in prosperity. But when 
the great reckoning come’ it will not be the 
residents of Great Britain only who will be 
concerned in the method of balancing the ac 
count with the enemy countries. 
' The huge economic upheaval, years of 
heavy taxation and national and individual 
sacrifice, will pinch and prick us people of 
Greater Britain also, and severely. The con 
ditions under which the resuscitation of the 
Dominions may be best achieved are not al- 
together on a plane with those obtaining in 
the powerful and wealthy Homeland; and, 
with all respect, it may safely be asserted 
that Colonial opinion does not eredit Down- 
ing street with adequate knowledge or appre 
ciation of the aims, ambitions, or abilities of 
the great self-governing communities in 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, and South 
Africa. 

What the Dominions are now doing is being 
done ungrudgingly and with a resultant tight 
ening of the bonds so closely woven in the 
‘‘crimson thread of kinship ” which makes the 
Empire's might. The spontaneous loyalty- 
practical loyalty—of Rritain’s children in dis 
tant lands is not a neglibible quantity. Why, 
then, should anyone grudge, Se’ res hint at 
the grudging, to them the right to say ' Yea” 
or “Nay” to the terms upon which peace 
may be proclaimed when the end ‘of the war is 
at hand?’ 

LOST GERMAN COLONIES. 

There have been published suggéstions, and 
in London I have heard individually expressed 
opinions, favourable to the German hope that 
the Kaiser may be given back the Colonial 
possessions of which Re has been deprived by 
the activities and valour of the troops provided 
by the Dominions. Even though it be possible 
for Downing Street to contemplate such un 
thinkable compromise or generosity, does the 
man in the street for one moment imagine 
that Australia and New Zealand would tole 
rate the rehabilitation of the Germans in 
Samou or Papua or other parts of thé Pacific!

THE WITHDRAWAL 
FROM SUVEA. 


NEW LIGHT ON THE 
OPERATIONS. 


An account of the evacuation’ of the Suvla 
and Anzac positions at, Gallipoli) in Decembér 
last, written by Mr. H. W. Newinson at the 
time of the evacuation, gives the following dé- 
tails, which show just how this remarkable 
piece of work was carried out. . vi 

The article, after: summarising in generé} 
terms the success of the withdtawal and the 
Organisation to which it was due, continues :-- 

‘he whole process of evacuation from tite 
moment orders were received naturally occy- 
pied considerable time. The stpres began te 
go first, slowly. Various ruses and accidents 
served to deceive the enemy, wha even thought 
that the increased numbers of ‘ships off the 
bay signified a strongly renewed attack about | 
Christmas. To maintain this apnrehension, 
parties of our men were taken, off at night 
and returned by day, like a stage army. On 
the final day, an ironic order’ cdt»manded that 
the immemorial custom of our men showing 
themselves on the skyline shoul@ be carefully 
maintained, and we all did our best to serve 
our country by walking everywhere round 
Suvla in the enemy’s sight. (Orders weéte 
further received that mule-carts were to h 
driven slowly up. and down, ané here I must 
mention the extraordinary segvice of the 
Indian Mule-cayt Corps, chiefly; belonging to 
the Imperial Service Corps. . Tie mules wete 
singularly fine animals ; happily a] were saved 
at Suvla, arid nearly all at Agzac, as meá 
tioned. Native Indians menaged them (4s 
though mules were well-trained dogs, arid 
served with great patience and fortitude, even 
under the severe trial of tempest and frost. 

A great fire of stores at Anzac which acci- 
dentally broke out early on the morning of 
the 18th cansed anxiety of discévery, but the 
Turks attributed it to their owh shelling atid 
only shelled the harder. On/the 17th our 
naval guns shelled heavily at Anzac, and on 
Sunday afternoon they began as bombardment 
at Helles which continued far ito the night. 
At the same time the 42nd and 52nd divisions 
there made a successful attack As a diversion, 
capturing two trenches and resisting two violedt 
counter- attacks The 5th Highland = Licit 
lnfantfy were chiefly engaged , casualties being 
slight. Late on the afternooh of the 17th 
the Turks caused some anxiety by putting 
several large high-explosive shefls in the chief 
embarkation place on Suvla North Point. 
Work was interrupted, and there wee 
some casualties among us, but bur secret was 
not discovered Similarly,.on Sunda’ ican 
the same-sized guns, with newly importéd 
ammunition. threw several @hells upo: tiie 
beach at Nibrunesi Point, beyond Lala Baba. 
Curious reports persisted throughout the week 
that the Turks were evacnatiag also. This 
report was strengthened by prisoners’ & at- 
counts of the army's misery through tempest, 
wet, and cold, but was contradicted by other 
reports.of new gun’ emplacemetts being ‘cot 
structed and new trenches dug. 

“€ PARTIES.” 

[ am told that each Anzac regiment wás 
divided into’ three parties,: A and B to 
embark, covered by C, which was to hold 
farthest trenches till the last concerted 
moment, then to rush down theicliffs together, 
silencing their feet, @vith sagking swathes. 
The distance was short, except from the  s6- 
called Apex, and no intermediate line wads 
possible except for a few posts or keeph. 
This arrangement caused moth discontent, 
each Australian and New Zealander wishing 

' included in C parties remaining till the 
last, but ultimately all was arranged.  Be- 
fore leaving, the last line of ‘Australians on 
the furthest post above Stirapnel Valley, 
probably Quinn's, exploded a,;vast mine un 
der the Turk positions, causimg an. outbreak 
of rapid Turkish fire, as though they were 
fearing an attack. As mentioned, some few 
were lost in the labyrinth of trenches at 
Anzac, and the stragglers were taken off the 
beach by picket boats after daylight on Mon- 
dav. There was much general Turkish fite 
throughout the night, but that was cus6- 
mary at Anzac, though alarming for us at 
Suvla to’ listen to. 

In both places all arrangements and move- 
ments fell before the appointied time rathér 
than late. At Suvla all animals and guts 
were collected gradually for embarkation of 
North Point, till at last only sixteen guhs 
were left in position for thp final evening 
salute, and then withdrawn. The infantry 


| brigades were also gradually withdrawn, (a 


small party left in the front trench maintaih- 
ing the usual fire, a larger ‘party manning 
the near lines: of defence, arid the remaih- 
det embarking. At the specified hours other 
men relieved the men in the rear trenches. 
the main bodies passing through the lines jn 
succession to the quay, withoút confusion or 
crowding. The second and third lines wete 
held till nearly midnight, the fourth 
line “till the very .end, its small 
foree coming away at last ‘from the new 
North Pier, sheltered by steeps cliffs on Xerós 
Gulf 

The remnant of the regiments left in the 
firing lines also gradually withdrew aftér 
various ruses. Only sappers ‘were then left 
to set contact and trip wire fines at points 
likely to be frequented by the enemy, arid 
to close all gaps or gates in the lines bf 
wire entanglement. One pities any Turkish 
soldier or shepherd who stmays upon that 
rocky hillside or on those Pe sioktal fields 
for many months to come, bat certainly the 
British have given the native population 
such a fine set of roads as thé Balkans never 
dreamt of. After the strain of carefully 
organised preparations, the excitement of the 
final hours was extreme, but ho signs of 
anxiety: were shown. Would the sea remain 
calm’? Would the moon remain veiled in! a 
thin cloud? Would the brigades keep time 
and place? Would the mules behave them- 
selves? Would the enemy drow a few shells 
at a venture, sinking boatsr' lighters, check- 
ing our progress, and-convefting our beach 
into a bloody mash? The sopnd of firing at 
Anzac—big guns, machine guns, and rifices— 
could be heard continuously, and flashes of 
bursting shells could. be seen.: Our own guhs 
continued firing dully till the moment for 
withdrawal came. Our rifles kept up an .in- 
termittent fire, and sometimés came sudden 
ontbursts from the Turks. | An aeroplane 
whirred overhead, but was invisible. We 
could not be sure it was our pwn till we saw 
a green star blaze for a few seconds just 
below Saturn. On the earth ia few fires still 
burned where camps or dugouts were once 
inhabited, but gradually they went out. Only 
far off the hospital tents along the curvihg 
shore showed lights, and there were only two 
of these. The sea glimmered white through 
a moonlit haze, and over Hs surface thin 
black lines kept moving. Could an enemy 


see, or could he possibly: miss the signifi- 
eance of those thin black lines? VW

Mules neighed, chains rattled, steamers 
nooted low, engines throbbed, and _ sailor 
men shouted into miegaphones language 
strong enough to carry a hundred miles.

With a? smile ther heard the dis- 
tant blast of Turks still labouring at the 
trenches—a peculiar instancé of labour last. 
Just before three a pinnace took me quietly 
out to one of the battleships. At ha i 
three the last-ditchefs put of from the New 
North Pier into Xéros Bay, as designed.

OUR APTITUDE FO THE | 
GERMAN PEOPLE. 
STRIKING SERMON BY DEAN 
HENSON. 
The Dean of Durham (Dr. Hensley Henson} 
h from the 


preaching in D edral, 
ext, “And Jesus said, ‘Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do, " the Dean 

d these words of our Redeemer were never 
eard by those who called themselves His dis- 
ee without @ sense of shame. That sense 
of shame was deepend to-day by the circum- 
stances in which we were placed, for we must, 
hear the Lord’s words ip á society which was 
shadowed, perplexed, and exasperated by the | 
fears and resentments of a fierce and desperate 
war. No one who heard the words on that 

Friday could help connecting them with 
the thoughts and words which had been .oc- 
casion ed by the war, aud he was sure few, if 
any, heard them without a quickened sense of 
failure and. unworthiness. A few days ago he 
received a book, recently issued, culled '' De- 
generate Germany,” on the cover of which 
was a commendation from ap ex-Prime Minis- 
ter of Great Britain. On the first page he 
read the following: “For evermore, remem- 
ber, O ye Christian nations of the earth, the 
vile Germanic race. In your schools teach ye 
your youth the everlasting iniquity of these 
impious and depraved barbarians. Upon the 
doors of your ¢hurches, aye, and above your 
altars, let those who worship read ‘Father, 
forgive’ them not, for they know what they 
do.” Dean Henson said he at least Anust 
make sure that upon the door of Durham 
Cathedral and above its altar those who wor- 
shipped should read what the Lord said, and 
would not dare to place on His words 
some cruel gloss - of mother’s, to 
change the ‘prayer of Divine — charity 
into the formula of human hate. It 
was very important that we should recognise 
fairly and frankly the measure of justifiea- 
tion that belonged to the fierce attitude of 
mind towards the German people, an attitude 
which secured a welcome to the kind of pub- 
lication to which he had referred, and even 
made professedly Christian people tolerant 
of the shocking impiety which he had quoted. 
It would be a wretched perversion of the 
Christian’s duty to require of him any con- 
demnation of the infamous  cruelties and 
tréacheries which had disgraced the (rerman 
nation during the last two years. Christ's 
appeal was alwavs to the best elements in us, 
and nothing else than those best elements rose 
In irreptessible repugnance before such 
pageants of wickedness as had clothed the 
famous name of Witeenberg with infamy, aud 
made the story of naval warfare a continuing 
record of wanton crime. There would be 
abme petsons, he supposed, who would not 
scruple to maintain that the plea of ignorance 
could not tightly be made for the German 
people, and who would therefore claim to be 
justified in excluding them from that charity 
which none could deny to be the essential 
mark of the Christian character. 

For his part he preferred to remember when 
there was strong, perhaps convincipg, reasons 
why we: should reject so dreadful a conchu- 
sion, and not feel ourselves compelled to add 
to our horror at the atrocities which had dis- 
graced Germah warfare the horrible belief 
that a gtéeat section of the human race, num- 
bering not fewer than 80 million souls, and 
confessedly endowed with gare gifts and 
powér,. was to be w ritten down as inherently 
viciotis atid malefic, excommunicate for ever 
from the fellowship of mankind. He preferred 
to believe that Germans also were included in 
the range of the Saviour’s intercession, rising 
ever from Calvary for sinful men, * Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what wey 
do.” To that conclusion he was led not mepely 
by obvious considerations of Christian feeling, 
but also by reaséns of great cogency. ‘hree 
arguments unitéd to convince him that the 
German people, so far from being truly repre- 
sented by the horrible a who had 
organised atid catried through the, atrocities 
on sea and land, in the battlefields and in the 
prisoners’ camps, were miserably misled and 
disgraced by fhem; and that we would see in 
due time a qtickening of the German con- 
science, and a stern reprobation of those doc- 
trines and methods of outrage. These were 
the arguments from history and psychology, 
and there was finally the argument from 
the known. facts. History intlided the re- 
cord of similar horrors in other nations 
which, nevertheless, we knew well to be 
reckoned justly among the best human ma- 
terials. Go back rather more than a ceén- 
tury, and consider what happened in France. 
Not a single atfocity of all the whole number 
which formed the indictment against Ger- 
many was Omitted from the proceedings of 
tha French révolutionaries. That their worst 
cruelties were perpetrated on their own coun- 
trymen and -ndt against foreigners would 
hardly be regarded as a mitigation.” It was 
not necessary to think that the crimes of 
Gerniatiy in the twentieth century gave any 
tr#r witness to German character than the 
crifnes of revolutionary France in the 
eightcenth century gave to the French cha- 
racter. 


history,  Civiliged man.” Wwe had learned, 
stood on the end of a long movement out of 
aboriginal beasthood, and hé treasured with- 
in himself all his earlier traits, though those 
were increasingly suppréssed and held in check 
by higher habitudes. Unquestionably this 
gave the key to the atrocities which stained 
the French Revolution. He believed it also 
ave the key to the crimes of German war- 
LA In Germany at the present time the 
people were cut oft from al] intercourse with 
the outer world. Many of them were pressed 
with hungér, all of them were filled with the 
lying legends of the Government. Could we 
reasonably treat them as normal or sane? 
Was it pot mere Justice to regard them as 
morally demented? If we. could not bring 
ourselves to echo the Saviour’s sublimely 
magnanimous petition, might we not dt least 
rise to the level: of the stoic’s scornful com- 
ment, ‘There is no reason wh thou 
should’st be angry. Pardon them, for they 
are all mad.” We had to be resolute in 
prosecuting the war, sternly resolite as men 
who perceived in the defeat of Germany the 
plain interest of righteousness, and we could 
never make peace therefore until that defeat 
was assured. We had to insist that peace 
when it came should be worthy of such a 
conflict, a peace, therefore, which enthroned 
justice in the affairs of the world and pun- 
ished oppression. Let him (the Déan) ex- 
press his Own earnest hope and desire that 
the final treaty could include specific pro- 
vision for the trial and punishment of the 
men who had organised and carried out the 
crimes of the war. We had also to make sure 
that history was unstained with injary; that 
the German people was helped to feturn to 
the fellowship of civilised mankind; that 
tlaefe should be a place of repentance for a 

n humiliated, repentant, and stricken 
“ith shame; that international goodwill, not 
undying resentment, should grow from the 
war.

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“HE FORESTS OF 


FINLAND. 


AVAILABLE TIMBER 
RESOURCES. 

In an article in the new issme of the 
harterly Review Professor E. P. Stebbing 
iscusses the timber resources of Finland, in 
view of the grave shortage of supplies in 
Europe. The State owns about 36 per cent. of 
the area of Finland, or 32,804, acres, @x- 


. 


cluding some small areas purchased by the 


various purposes. Of the above area 


52,078,457 acres are covered by Governinent 


fovests, the remaining 726,238 acres comprising 
chiefly farms and other Government énter- 
rises. This large area was constituted a State 
orest in olden times, as in so many other 
countries, when forests were not considered 
to possess any economic value, all land not 
at the time under private ownership, or oc- 
cupied by villages, ata Crown property. 
At this period the area was considerably 
larger than 36 per cent. of the whole country, 
large grants having been made from time to 
time for extending cultivation and other put- 


poses. 

Some 121,000,000 trees, of approximately 
10in. diametet and over, at 4ft. áin. above 
ground, exist in the State forests of Finland, 
and, in the present exceptional circumstances, 
considerable fellings could be made to remove 
old growing stock, ripe or over-ripe. Its re- 
moval, with the additional transport facilities 
which would doubtless in places require to be 
created, should plate the Department in a far 
better position, and in a far shorter period of 
time than could have otherwise been hoped, 
to take up the many interesting sylvicultural 
questions which demand attention in these 
forests. The trees in the State forests are 
usually sold by auction standing, chiefly by the 
stem but also by volume. A deposit must be 
previously thade by bidders, which is forfeited 
if the bid is not completed. The bids are sub- 
mitted to a higher authority and may he re- 
fused or accepted; in the latter everit the 
bidder completes his payment ‘efore felling 
and extracting the trees. These anctions for 
the big timber «re carried on in August at 
large centres. Smaller auctions, at which the 
smaller material is disposed of, are held locally 
as May be required. 

THE FINNISH EXPORTS. 

In i — exported 2.272.322 cubic 
metres of forest produce, and industries al 
sorbed 6,528,498 cubic metres. Of oe ache 
only 1 503,582 cubic metres was of State 
forest origin. The remainder, a total of 8! 
millions of cubic metres net measurement, 
came from the privately-owned forests of the 
country. This is an important point, for 
these private forests are by to means yet 
exhausted; and; therefore, to the estimated 
total of 121 million trees with a diameter of 
gS mó 10in. and over at 4ft. 3in. 
above ground existing in the State forests 
must be added a total probably as large, and 
in all protanility far larger, standing in the 
privately-owned forests. 

Professor Stebbing conclues that in the 
forests of Finland there exists one direction 
at least to which the devastated countties 
may look to obtain materials at a reasonable 
price with which to repair the destruction 
wrought by the great war. Those industries 
in the Allied countries which depend upon 
timber for their raw material may also hope 
to obtain a part of their reouirements from 
these forests. But both these possibilities re- 
main possibilities only. It will denend on the 
Governments being stfficiently far-seeing to 
come to some definite working arrangement 
between themselves and Russia before the 
war closes, if advantage is to be taken of ex- 
isting opportunities. The Finland‘ forests, 
with their easy export facilities offered by 
their numerous waterways and available tim- 
ber of the kinds which will be most in de- 
mand, Scots pine and spruce, present one of 
these opportunities.
